
Town’s NatWest bank 
branch set for closure

THE NatWest bank in 
Haverhill will shut in Octo¬ 
ber as part of 158 closures 
announced by Royal Bank of 
Scotland. 

NatWest blamed the “dif¬ 
ficult decision” to close the 
branch on October 2 on a 
move to online banking. 

Three members of staff 
could face job losing their 
jobs as a result. 

According to a NatWest 
spokesperson, since 2011 
the number of transactions 
at the Haverhill branch had 
fallen by 46 per cent with 
65.2 per cent of custom¬ 
ers choosing to use online 
banking. 

The spokesperson said: 
“We are in communication 
with our customers affected 
by the closure and pro-ac¬ 
tively contacting vulnerable 
and regular branch custom¬ 
ers. 

“We have listened closely 


to feedback from local com¬ 
munities and have extend¬ 
ed the time between an¬ 
nouncing our decision and 
the branch closure to six 
months.” 

The bank said this should 
give customers a chance to 
consider banking options. 

The spokesperson added: 
“We are committed to en¬ 
suring our customers and 
communities are able to 
continue accessing quality 
banking services. 

“As part of this, we have 
created a new role - our 
community banker - who 
will serve the local area and 
provide customers with 
personal assistance and 
support accessing the right 
banking options for their 
needs, as well as help with 
achieving their financial 
plans and goals.” 

Unite union acting gen¬ 
eral secretary Gail Cartmail 
said: “The RBS group is 
turning its back on the com¬ 
munities that have been the 
foundation of its business 
for generations. 


“That’s bad news for our 
members who now have to 
live with the threat of redun¬ 
dancy- and it’s bad news for 
customers and businesses.” 

Ms Cartmail added that 
it would be pensioners and 
people with mobility issues 
that would be worst hit by 
the changes, especially in 
rural areas. 

A number of options will 
be open to Haverhill Nat¬ 
West customers, including 
travelling the 14.4 miles to 
the next nearest branch in 
Newmarket. 

Other options include: 
online and mobile banking, 
telephone banking, using 
the post office to pay in and 
take out money, using an 
ATM, utilising the new com¬ 
munity banker and meeting 
with new ‘techxperts’ who 
will work in the bank until it 
closes to familiarise people 
with online banking.

Top ten rating 
for hospital

STROKE services at West Suffolk Hospital 
have been rated sixth nationally out of 144 
trusts across England and Wales. 

In the latest scores issued by the Sentinel 
Stroke National Audit Programme (SSNAP), 
West Suffolk stroke services were given an A 
rating, the highest ever overall rating for the 
hospital. 

Dr Ann Nicolson, consultant and stroke 
services lead at West Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “ We work really hard to meet the 
national care standards for stroke to ensure 
the best outcomes for our patients.” 

According to the Royal College of Physi¬ 
cians, which manages the programme, re¬ 
ceiving an A in SSNAP reports indicates a 
world class performance. 

The Speech and Language Therapy (SALT) 
department showed particular improvement, 
rising two grades to receive an A. 

The new ratings are the first since the SALT 
team staff was increased and a six- day work¬ 
ing week was introduced. 

Donald Jennings, 56, has been treated by 
the SALT department at West Suffolk Hospital 
for a month, after suffering a stroke on holi¬ 
day in Spain. 

When asked how he felt his conversation 
level was now, he described it as good, via the 
conversation board used in speech therapy. 

Gina Jennings, Donald’s wife, said: “The 
therapists have been amazing here, and so 
supportive. Don has come a long way in such 
a short space of time, we couldn’t thank them 
enough. 

“We feel they are always there, whenever 



we have a question. They say we are good stu¬ 
dents of the techniques they use, but it’s be¬ 
cause we have the best teachers.” 

The other areas of the trust’s stroke services 
were found to be well above the national aver¬ 
age for England and Wales. 

Notably the percentage of patients who 
were directly admitted to the stroke unit be¬ 
tween August and November 20 J6 within 
fours hours was 75.4 per cent compared to a 
national average of 58.5 per cent.

A previous 
donation from Screwfix in Haverhill 
of £3.000 is also planned for the 
refurbishment of the kitchen area.

Millionaire 
offers to 
hold music 
festival 

HAVERHILL lottery winner Adrian 
Bayford has offered to hold a 
rock festival in his back garden. 

Mr Bayford, 46, has 
volunteered to hold this year's 
Cambridge Rock Festival free of 
charge in the grounds of his £6 
million estate at Horseheath. 

Cambridge Rock Festival 
organiser Dave Roberts said 
Mr Bayford, who won a £148 
million with wife Gillian in 
2012, approached him to offer 
the venue for free in return for 
publicity for his music shop, 
Black Barn Records. 

He said: "I know Adrian would 
like to do lots of things with his 
estate and that's great, he's a 
lovely fellow, and absolutely into 
his music. 

"He has come to us with his 
love of music so the two knitted 
together." 

Around 3,000 people are 
expected to turn out to the 
festival to be held between 
August 3 and August 6 this year. 

The festival had previously 
been held at Haggis Farm Polo 
Club in Barton, but locals in 
the area complained about the 
noise. 

The acts for this year's festival 
have not yet been announced.

Emergency calls 
increase 20pc 


THE number of emergency 
ambulance call-outs to 
Haverhill has risen by 20 
per cent in a year, accord¬ 
ing to figures released un¬ 
der a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request. 

There were 4,856 emer¬ 
gency calls made to the 
East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service in 2015 which 
rose to 5,832 in 2016. 

Figures also show that 
call-outs for psychiatric 
suicide in the town rose 23 
per cent in the same year 
from 117 to 144. 

The ambulance service 
categorises the critical na¬ 
ture of the call based on the 
telephone assessment by 
operators and the informa¬ 
tion provided by the caller. 

These categories include 
Red 1 and Red 2 emergen¬ 
cies. R1 calls are classed as 
immediately life threaten¬ 
ing in relation to the most 
time critical patients, for 
example a heart attack. R2 
calls are immediately life 
threatening, for example 
breathing difficulties. 

In Haverhill, R1 emer-

gencies rose by 32 per cent, 
from 87 in 2015 to 115 in 
2016. 

R2 emergencies rose 22.7 
per cent up from 1,750 in 
2015 to 2,148 in 2016. 

The East of England Am¬ 
bulance Service catego¬ 
rised 35 types of illness and 
injury in the FOI request 
to detail the nature of the 
emergency call-outs. 

The figures for ‘unknown 
problems’ rose by 956 per 
cent from 39 in 2015 to 412 
in 2016. 

Other percentage in¬ 
creases occurred in cases 
of animal bites and attacks 
which rose by 120 per cent 
up from 5 in 2015 to 11 in 
2016; instances of convul¬ 
sions and fitting rose 49 
per cent from 149 in 2015 
to 222 in 2016; assault/sex¬ 
ual assault calls increased 
from 57 in 2015 to 82 in 
2016, a rise of 43.8 per cent 
in a year and the number of 


falls rose 36.7 per cent from 
550 to 725 in 2016. 

Some categories also saw 
a decrease in number with 
a notable fall in the num¬ 
ber of gunshot/stab wound 
related calls falling from 14 
in 2015 to 3 in 2016, a de¬ 
crease of 78.5 per cent. 

The number of allergic 
reaction calls also fell by 25 
per cent from 39 in 2015 to 
29 in 2016 and chest pain- 
related emergency calls fell 
from 335 in 2015 to 306 in 
2016. 

There were also falls in 
the number of call-outs 
for diabetic problems and 
there was one call-out for 
an industrial machinery 
accident in 2016 where 
there had been none the 
year before. 

Calls to strokes remained 
unchanged with 114 calls 
in 2015 and 2016.

Plans rejected for up to 
50 new homes in village

A CHURCH of England bid to erect 
50 new homes at Linton has been 
rejected. 

The Ely Diocese Board of Fi¬ 
nance’s application to build on a 
field on the edge of the village was 
narrowly refused at a South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council plan¬ 
ning committee last week. 

The plan was for up to 50 homes 
and no less than 0.45 hectares of 
allotments on land south of Horse- 
heath Road. 

The area was subject to a previ¬ 
ous, similar planning application 
also refused by the committee last 
June that is being appealed. 

This earlier application was re¬ 
jected on the grounds that it would 
harm the local landscape and ar- 
chaelogical interests. Human re¬ 
mains have been uncovered on the 
site. 

Council officers, however, argued 
that the new proposal’s inclusion of 
strategic hedge and tree landscap¬ 
ing would mean the local harm 



would be “less than significant”. 

Dr Robert Wickham, a representa¬ 
tive of the applicant, also offered 
to lower house height or re-locate 
allotments to reduce the develop¬ 
ment’s impact on the privacy of 
homeowners on the site’s southern 
boundary. 


A planning condition accommo¬ 
dating the investigation and remov¬ 
al of the human remains was also 
added to the new application. 

Linton Parish Council opposed 
the development, arguing its de¬ 
sign would have a negative impact 
on local heritage, infrastructure 
and landscape and would aggravate 
flood risks, despite the inclusion of a 
flood management zone in one cor¬ 
ner of the site. 

Parish councillor Enid Bald told 
the committee: “We’re a scenic 
village. This development would 
change the whole character of the 
village and its setting. The develop¬ 
ment is not sustainable. The existing 
village and its facilities are at capac¬ 
ity*” 

Committee member Cllr Sebas¬ 
tian Kindersley highlighted that 
the development was also subject 
to a stand-off between Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council and lo¬ 
cal headteachers. 

Both Linton Heights Junior School 
and Linton Infants School argue 
that they do not have capacity for 
more potential students. 

But the council believes there 
are sufficient spaces and develop¬ 


ers would not need to contribute to 
education provision. 

Cllr Kindersley said: “We should 
not be supporting this until this is¬ 
sue is resolved. We aren’t asking for 
any money for these purposes.” 

District councillor for Linton, 
Henry Batchelor, told the commit¬ 
tee he could “not support large un¬ 
sustainable housing applications”. 

Speaking to the News after the 
meeting, he said: “The application is 
outside the village envelope, it’s up 
to 50 houses, it doesn’t provide the 
school places for the children of the 
families that will be moving to this 
area. 

“The infrastructure of the village, 
roads, shops, car parks, just cannot 
handle it. 

“Last year this planning commit¬ 
tee approved a development of up 
to 55 houses on the neighbouring 
site and also there are some smaller 
neighbouring villages, Balsham and 
Abington, which have had propos¬ 
als approved for roughly 60 houses 
each as well. 

“Linton will be used by people 
moving to these developments 
for shopping, transport links and 
school places as well.” 


CRIME 

Vans chosen 
target for 
tool thieves 

THIEVES targeted six vans 
in one night to steal items 
ranging from power tools to 
safety goggles in Haverhill and 
the surrounding area. 

The thefts and break-ins 
happened overnight on 
Tuesday, March 21. 

Numerous power tools, 
including an angle grinder, 
drills and a jigsaw, were 
stolen from a Ford Transit 
van parked in Hertford Road, 
Clare. 

In Haverhill, thieves were 
foiled by a secured cage inside 
a van in Arrendene Close 
but instead stole a pouch of 
tobacco and at Teasel Close 
they took a pair of safety 
goggles. 

A chainsaw and a torch were 
stolen after a Vauxhall van 
was broken into and a Makita 
charger, batteries and a radio 
were stolen from a Ford 
Connect van, both on Nunnery 
Green, Wickhambrook. 

A wallet was stolen from a 
van in Sudbury on the same 
night. 

The thefts come just months 
after the last spate of tool 
thefts in the Haverhill area. 

In October more than 
£15,000 worth of tools were 
stolen over four days.

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white versions 
from the 1950s 
have since been lost. 

The BBC's 1967 version was 
produced to mark the 150th 
anniversary of Jane Austen’s death. 
The six-part series was the first 
colour adaptation of Pride And 
Prejudice, although it only featured 
four of the five Bennet sisters from 
the novel. Bookworm Mary was 
never mentioned. 

Australian actor Lewis Flander 
played Darcy and Dyrham Park in 
Gloucestershire stood in for Darcy's 
estate of Pemberley. 

Pride And Prejudice did not 
return to the small screen again 
until 1980, when David Rintoul, 
who went on to play the title role in 
Doctor Finlav, appeared as 


Austen’s hero. 

Renishaw Hall in Derbyshire was 
the setting for Pemberley this time 
around and each of the five 
episodes began with a watercolour 
tableau in the style of artist - and 
Jane Austen contemporary - 
Thomas Rowlandson. 

Fay Weldon wrote the TV 
adaptation and said: "I hope it 
makes Pride and Prejudice 
accessible to those who might never 
have read the book and pleasurable 
for those who know it well.” 

Jane Austen, who died 200 years 
ago on July 18, described Fitzwil- 
liam Darcy as a wealthy gentleman 
with an income of £10,000 a year. She 
wrote: "He soon drew the attention of 
the room by his fine, tall person, 
handsome features, noble mien.”

N OVELIST Jane Austen created 
the ultimate romantic hero in 
Pride And Prejudice, but never 
met her own Mr Darcy. 

She died at the age of 41 still 
mattached, but her literary creation 
ets the benchmark for talk, dark, 
Landsome men in need of a bride to 
his day. 

Many actors have attempted to fill the 
hoes of the fictional hero. British actor 
nd future Maigret and Dr Finlay's 
Casebook producer Andrew Osborn 
vas the first to tackle the role on 
elevision. He appeared in a 1938 movie 
ersion on the fledgling Beeb with 
Velsh-born actress Curigwen Lewis as 
dizabeth Bennet. 

The classic love story was given the 
lollywood treatment two years later 
vhen Laurence Olivier stepped into the 
ole - although the film studio's first 
hoice was apparently Gone With The 
Vind star Clark Gable.

The comedy 
tar later wrote in his 
utobiography: "These

three minutes were perhaps the 
funniest I’ve ever done.” 

There was even talk of an MGM 
movie version of Pride And 
Prejudice in 1947, but the project 
was scrapped and it was left to Peter 
Cushing to appear next as Mr 
Darcy, in a six-part BBC 
adaptation in 1952. The cast 
included a young Prunella 
Scales as Lydia, the wayward 
youngest Bennet sister. 

The same script was 
adapted in 1958 for another 
BBC series with Manches¬ 
ter-born actor Alan 
Badel as Darcy. 
The series was 
also shown in Aus¬ 
tralia, but copies of 
both the black and

However, he snubbed heroine 
Elizabeth on their first meeting 
declaring: "She is tolerable, but not 
handsome enough to tempt me.” 

Multi award-winning writer 
Andrew Davies brought the story to 
life for modern audiences with his 
famous 1995 adaptation starring 
Colin Firth and Jennifer Ehle. 

His scene showing Darcy in a wet 
shirt has been called one of the most 
unforgettable moments in British TV 
history, although it was never part of 
Austen's original novel. 

Oscar-winning actor Colin Firth 
has never resented playing Darcy, 
despite becoming so strongly 
identified with the role, saying "If it 
wasn't for him I might be languish¬ 
ing, but part of me thinks I should 
do this postmodern thing, change 
my name by deed poll to Mr Darcy. 
Then people can come up to me and 
say 'But you are not Mr Darcy’ which 
would be different. I dare say it will 
be my saving grace when the only 
employment available to me is 
opening supermarkets dressed in 
breeches and a wig." 

The BBC series inspired Helen 
Fielding to write the bestselling 
Bridget Jones novels, which later saw 
Colin Firth playing the love of 
Bridget’s life, Mark Darcy, in the 
movie adaptations. 

Matthew MacFadyen and Keira 
Knightley provided the romance in 
the 2005 film and Emma Thompson 
was given a special 'thank you' 
credit at the end of the movie for an 
uncredited rewrite of the script. 

As for Jane Austen herself, she was 
buried in Winchester Cathedral with 
no mention of her literary fame on 
her tomb. A brass plaque was added 
later by a nephew saying she was 
"known to manv bv her writings”

disrupt attacks and to keep 
us safe. 

The training that these men 
and women undertake to be 
able to ensure our safety, is 
admirable. They have trained 
for this day and hoped it 
would never come, but very 
sadly it has. 

As we discovered so tragi¬ 
cally last week, they put their 
lives on the line every day. We 
should offer these brave men 
and women our immense 
gratitude and support. 

Every day I go into Parlia¬ 
ment, the police officers 
check identification at the 
gate, including Pc Keith Palm¬ 


er. He gave his life protect¬ 
ing Parliament, all of us who 
work in it, and the democratic 
values it represents. 

This was an attack on all 
of us and on our freedom. 

We must continue to do the 
things we have always done, 
go to the places we always 
go, and we must not let these 
acts of terrorism change our 
way of life and the principles 
that we hold dear - freedom, 
tolerance and democracy. 

In our actions, going about 
our lives, continuing the work 
of Parliament, and being 
uncowed across the country, 
we are all doing our bit to 
show that the terrorists can 
never win.

Richard Smith, from 
Clare, came second with 
357 votes and Paula Rip- 
pingale Mills, who lives 
in Braintree but runs an 
antiques shop in Clare, 
polled just 27 votes. 

Voter turnout for the 
election was 45.32 per 
cent from a possible 
electorate of 1,732. 

This was the town’s 
first election after previ¬ 
ous vacancies had been 
filled by co-option, 
where existing council¬ 
lors select a new coun¬ 
cillor.
